CASUALTIES OF OUR 
MARINES TOTAL 717.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Total 
casualties among American marines 
overseas from the date of their 
landing to last June d number 717, 
according to a summary issued to- 
night by Maj.-Gen. Barnett, Marine 
Corps commandant. This includes 
106 killed in action, fifty-eight who 
died of wounds, 633 wounded in ac- 
tion and one missing and one held 
Prisoner in Germany. 

The summary includes all the 

casualties heretofore announced, as 
well as those given in a list received 
today, but which has not yet been 
made public. The total casualties 
are divided as follows: 
Officers: Killed in action, five: 
died of wounds received in action, 
three: killed (airplane accident.)

Wounded se- 
verely, 134; wounded slightly, 373. 
Total, 607. In the hands of the 
enemy, one; missing, one.

WAR CORRESPONDENTS’ HEAD- 
QUARTERS, June 16.—Late on Fri- 
day night and in the small hours of 
Saturday morning some of our Eng- 
lish and Scottish troops beyond the 
La Bassee Canal in front of Hinges 
made a very strong attack on the 
enemy's outposts line on a front of 
about two miles and captured a long 
strip of ground with 200 prisoner? 
and about 125 machine guns. 

The exact locality of this operation 
was between the place called La 
Pannerie on the left and Les Cho- 
quaux on the right in the low flats 
of the mining country above Bethune 
whick 1 have described so often, 
with black slag heaps high and von- 
ical among the miners’ villages and 
the steel works of the pit heads all 
broken now by years of shell fire 
Which became most violent April 
last, when the enemy drove across 
the Lys and came closer to Bethune 
and flung shelis about all this coun- 
tryside, killing women and children 
behind the lines, wounding cattle in 
the fields and completing the ruin of 
villages like Hinges. 

Since.that fighting on the Lys the 
German tfoops have not been living 
in nice places, but rather in a hel! 
of their own making, and as we 
still hold observation of their posi- 
tions they could not make à trench 
system without having it blown to 
bits as our prisoners have described 
very ruefully. In any case, however, 
the new German system of defense 
from outpost lines is based on linked 


shell craters and scattered machine’ 


gun posts rather than upon definite 
trench lines which are the target for 
our guns and this was how they de- 
fended the line parallel with the La 
Bassee Canal. 


AUTHORS OF FRIGHTFULNESS. 

The men in these pits and posts 
were of the Etghteenth Reserve Di- 
vision, famous with their own oeo0- 
ple and infamous with ours as the 
first German division to enter Bel- 
lum at the beginning of the war, 
and the authors of the campaign of 
frightfulness at Louvain and Ter- 
monde. Since those days of shoot- 
ing civilians they have pursued the 
ordinary paths of war and fought 
against us during the 
of 1915, up in Flanders, alo 
Ypres-Menin Road and on the 1 
last April. 

Probably there were men left who 
belonged to the original army of Von 
ne Kluck, bet Americans who went to 

the prisoners taken by our men 
— remarked after profound 
meditation: “Well, I guess they all 
have the most criminal cast of 
countenance.” I confess those I saw 
today seemed no better and no worse 
than most of the prisoners we take 
and two of them eat as tame as 
lambe in a little 1 cottage and 
were extremely polite to one of our 
officers.

RADIANT STAR AT MASON 
PLEASES ADMIRERS.

ment for ovr usual post-mortem. 
These are generally lurid, not to say 
ghastly, affairs. 

Last night, however. it was dim 
cult even for me to make trouble. 
I wanted to say the piece was too 
slight, but just when I intended do- 
ing #0 Frank Keenan assured me 
that Barrie is the king of whimetes, 
end that there is no greater line in 
modern drama than where Ein- 
derelia justifies herself for taking in 
the little German orphan when she 
pathetically explains that “she was 
the least of them all and she was 
left over.” 

Frank sald a lot besides. He al. 

He said that a fragile 
play is not necessarily a weak one, 
that there is not a sting, or hurt, or 
stab in all of Harries beautiful 
satire, and that Barrie never built a 
more dramatic scene cr wrote a 
line of more exquisite pathos than 
in his “My Lady Nicotine.” where 
the man who has forsworn his pipe 
and the weed sits desolated in hie 
room and hears the man in the next 
reom strike his pipe against 
romething hard. 

“This is beautiful enough,” I 
luctantly agreed, “but it isn't seat 
drama. It's a fairy stcry and some- 
thing that Maude Adams could do.” 

t was about all from me. It 
was Charlie Chaplin's time at the 
bat.

ARE REGISTERED HERE. 


OLICE headquarters was crewd-| 


ed yesterday with alien Ger- 
man women to register their 
names, in accordance with the Prést- 
dent's proclamation requiring all na- 
tives, citizens, denizens and subjects 
of the German government in the 
United States, above the age of 14 
years, to file affidavits as to their 
pedigree. 
Approximately 100 women were 
taken care of at the twelve local po- 
lice stations and at the harbor, offi- 
cers keeping busy from 6 o'clock in 
the morning to f o'clock in the eve- 
ning. A peculiar feature of the reg- 
istraticn was the fact that many of 
the women forced to register were 
born in the United States of Ameri- 
can parents, but because they had 
married unnaturalized Germans 
they come under the provisions of 
the act. 


The first woman to file her afi- 
davit was Mrs.” Charlotte Trogisch.

MAKE OFFICERS. 


Reserve Training Corps may 
Soon be Formed.

“We expect to have 3500 future | 
officers for the United States Army 
in our schools next year,” declared 
Dr. Albert Shiels last evening at 
the Board of Education. “In ad- 
dition, we hope to have our high 
school boys directly under the con- 
trol of the War Department.” 

The move to establish a — 
Officers’ Training Corps, similar to 
that installed this year in several 
of the country’s colleges and uni- 
versities, will undoubtedly. be made 
by the Board of Education within 
the next few days, it was stated last 
evening. 

Dr. Shiels announced that he ex- 
pects to submit to the committee on 
teachers of the board an extensive 
plan whereby the present high school 
cadets will be provided for by the 
government. At present they are 
under the provision of the State law, 
but by creating them units of the 
Reserve Corps they would get two 
years of military training under a 
retired army officer before entering 
college. On entering higher institu- 
tions, ther would be given credit for 
collegiate work in military tactics, 
it was declared. 

When he came into office here 
some two vears ago there were about 
290 drilled cadets, Supt. Shields 
wild. Now there are more than 
3500, with the possibility of a still 
greater number next year. The plan,

America Must Get in and Take 
the Initiative.

The final struggle for aerial su- 
premacy has begun, and with its 
Progress the Allies have reason to 
feel satisfied. The fierce fighting 
which is taking place, between air- 
craft more heavily armed than was 
the cage a little time ago, entails of 


course extremely serious losses; but 
Wwe know now—so far, at any rate, 


as this present. phase of the struggle 


is concerne@—that the best British 
machines exceed in speed and in the 
height they attain, anything the Ger- 
Mans send against them; while Brit- 
ain’s best fighting airmen, and those 
of our gallant ally, France, continue 
to prove that, man for man, they are 
the superiors of the enemy. 

From what may be called the first 
round of this final struggle one may 
indeed say truthfully that we have 
emerged quite well, ‘and that the 
punishment we have already inflicted

It must not be forgotten, how- 
ever, that the Germans realize now 
Very clearly the grave peril in which 
they will find themselves if they are 
beaten decisively by air.

Macnell is now chairman of the 
board on conservation of food sup- 
plies, Associated with him will be 
Frank D. Stringham, City Attorney 
of Berkeley. Members of the San 


Francisco law firm of G. K. Cush- 
ing will assist the committee in dis- 
pensing legal advice. Tha body has 
been formed to handle all questions 
pertaining to the enforcement of 
food rulings. 

Many letters complain 
the present price of es have 
come to the office of Louis M. Cole, 
City Food Administrator, and yes- 
terday Mr. Cole stated that after in- 
vestigation he beliéved the present 
price represented but a fair price 
to the producer. 

In explaining the matter he said: 
“The law of supply and demand will 
always regulate the price of any 
commodity. The frult canners are 
paying top prices for fruit in order 
to meet the demands of the 9 
ment and our allies. N 
makes a greater demand and a sub- 
sequent high price. Besides this the 
cost of labor 100 per cent. higher 
than heretofore and the dry season 
has forced the producers to use more 
water, which is a large factor in the 
cost of production.”

Capital Issues Committee to 
Act in Fuel Matter. 


Say Paralleling of Lines is a 
Sheer Money Waste. 


City Retorts that it Can Best 
Serve Electric Users. 


An investigation of the charge 
that the Board of Public Service 
Commissioners is uselessly expend- 
ing money by paralleling power lines 
on Fast Seventh street was started 
yesterday by President J. F. Sartori 
of the Security Trust and Savings 
Bank, under instructions from the 
Capital Issues Committee in Wash- 
ington, D. C. Two private com- 
panies already have adequate service 
lines along this public thoroughfare, 
it is stated.

In the original complaint made 
to the Capital Issues Committee, it 
was stated that the city, In addition 
to blocking the policy of the Fuel 
Administration, has also violated ite 
agreement with the Southern Cali- 
fornia Edison Company. 

When the Southern California 
Edison Company entered into the 
agreement with the city, through 
the Board of Public Service Com- 
missioners, the provision was made 
that the city should not parallel any 
of the existing lines of the private 
company. Since that time officials 
of private corporations say that the 
lines of the Edison company have 
been paralleled at the harbor and 
also on East Seventh street. The 
Los Angeles Gas and Electric Cor- 
poration also has power lines on 
East Seventh street. With the com- 
pletion of the city line there, pro- 
vided it is not stopped by a govern- 
ment order, there will be three lines, 
where one could adequately serve 
all patrons. 

r. Sartori stated yesterday that 
he has secured statements of th 
city’s position and will also secur 
additional data from the protestants. 
He declined to reveal the contents 
of the city’s defense, as he explained 
that he is not authorized by the Cap- 
ital Issues Committee to make pub- 
lic the documents relating to the 
controversy. 

City officials say the city has tak- 
en the position that fuel oil can be 
conserved by extending its lines in- 


to East Seventh street, and by sei 
curing customers there who are now | 
supplied by the private corporations. | 


This argument is to be answered by 
the claim that the city can best 
serve the Fuel Administration by 
supplying the Southern California 
Edison Company with its surplus 
power and thus permit the private 
corporation to close one of its gen- 
erating plants, where fuel oll is used 
to produce electrical energy.
